Historical Society plans one-woman 
play May 8 on Harriet Beecher Stowe

The Andover Historical Society presents 
its annual Memorial Lecture Wednesday, 
May 8, at 8 p.m. in Memorial Hall Library's 
Great Hall. “The Little Lady of the Big War,” 
a drama of the life and work of Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, will be portrayed by the Rev. 
Leslie Simonson 

The Memorial Fund was established in 
1980 for the purpose of recognizing deceased 
society members and friends who generously 
supported the efforts of the organization 
Traditionally these individuals are acknow!] 
edged during our Memorial Lecture and 
their names inscribed in the Remembrance 
Book. 

“The Little Lady of the Bitz War” is a one 
woman show written and performed by Rev. 
Simonson. She describes her play as being 
“Harriet Beecher Stowe’s own words taken 
from published works and private letters. 
Harriet had lots to say: If she had been born 
a boy, as her father once wished, she would 
probably have joined her six living brothers 
in the ministry. If you should recognize the 
preacher’s voice in her novels or in this play, 
she makes no apology for it. Indeed. she is 
proud of it, as her father came to be. 

“A contemporary once called Lyman 
Beecher “the father of more brains than any 
man in America.” His illustrious offspring 
proved that observation to be right..A study 
of their times will find the Beechers every- 
where ~ moving regularly across an expand 
ing continent to “build an empire for God.” 
The brothers were eloquent to a man. Henry 
Ward Beecher was the father’s successor in 
fame. Catherine pioneered in comprehensive 
education for women. Isabella Beecher Hook 


er became a suffragette to reckon with. 

In this century, however, it is still Harriet 
who is the Beecher who “almost everyone 
knows.” This play bears my hope that you 
will come to know her even better. Harriet 
launched herself into fame with the writing 
of Uncle Tom's Cabin and the play pivots 


around the origins, creation and results of 


that work. The title comes from Abraham 
Lincoln’s remark on summoning Harriet to 
the White House: “So this is the little lady 
who made the big war.” It distressed her so 
to be blamed for causing that holocaust. 
when the saving of lives was her aim. that 
old Father Abr’am may have spent the rest of 
the interview apologizing. But we know 
nothing else of that interview because they 
drew away into privacy to talk, 

“Harriet Beecher Stowe has been inter 


preted and misinterpreted by many folk of 


less stature than Abraham Lincoln. and | 
now join the list — in the trust that Harriet 
Was exaggerating when she said, ‘So hard is 
truth to be got at, one trembles to think how 
little history must be worth.’ History and 
truth are both worth a great deal, and well 
she knew it. My interpretive advice, as a 
writer who attempted to do justice to this 
writer is look for both history and truth in 
the apparent contradictions and the spaces 
between the lines.” 

All are invited to this program about Har 
riet, who lived in the town for 12 years in the 
stone house now at 80 Bartlett St. and is 
buried in Chapel Cemetery. The library is a 
most fitting place for the society’s annual 
Memorial Lecture as it was built as a memo 
rial to Andover’s citizens that served in the 
Civil War

Luke-based film 
shown by church 


Neighborhood Alliance Church will 
show the film Jesus at the North Andover 
Community Center Sunday, May 5, at 6 
p.m. This showing is open to the public, 
and admission is free. 

Jesus is not just another Hollywood pic- 
ture like Cecil B. DeMille’s The Greatest 
Story Ever Told or Frank Zeffirelli’s Jesus 
of Nazareth, said the Rev. Phillip Silvia, 
pastor of Neighborhood Alliance. 

“This film differs from most biblically 
oriented pictures, which simply develop 
scripts based on the Gospels,” Rev. Silvia 
said. “The script for Jesus was taken 
entirely from the Gospel of Luke, and 
Jesus speaks only the words found in this 
Gospel account of his life.” 

The film was made entirely in Israel. 
Producer John Heyman (A Passage to 
India, Saturday Night Fever, Grease and 
Chinatown) places enormous emphasis on 
accuracy, Rev. Silvia said. Five years of 
research and $6 million were invested in 
the production. Research teams studied 
first-century clothing, pottery, architec- 
ture, customs, hair styles and food to 
ensure the film’s authenticity 

Archeologists and historians served as 
consultants to set designers, who built 
replicas of Herod’s temple and courtyard, 
three synagogues and a fleet of boats,

the smallest ratio of administrators to 
teachers in any of the top 30 school sys 
tems in the state. Andover ranks 150th 
out of 320 schools in the dollars/pupil 
expenditure and yet ranks 29th in 
terms of student performance. 

We have already eliminated over 
$2.5 million from the budget during the 
past two years, including $500,000 from 
the administrative budget this year. 
We clearly have a very efficient sys 
tem. 

Another argument is that without 
the override Andover can still provide 
an “adequate” education for its stu 
dents. The superintendent has stated 
that without the override Andover can 
not maintain the quality of education 
that will enable its students to compete 
effectively. So the question becomes, 
“What will we get if the override pass 
es?” With the passage of the override, 
the Shawsheen school will remain 
open, preventing serious overcrowding 
in the elementary schools and preserv 
ing a nationally recognized Early 
Childhood Center. The need for bus 
user fees will be eliminated. Thirty 
eight teaching jobs will be saved, there 
by maintaining a diversified curricu 
lum, protecting the student/teacher 
ratios and insuring an experienced 
teaching staff in the next four years 
when 50 percent of our present teach 
ers will be of retirement age. Money 
will be allocated to upgrade curricu 
lum, replace outdated textbooks and to 
provide an adequate computer educa 
tion program 

Finally, the override will benefit 
every homeowner in Andover. The 
average cost of the override will be a 
tax-deductible $105 per year. While this 
increase is not negligible, it will insure 
the value of our property in the future 

This is a decision that affects our 
entire community. If we want to main 
tain Andover’s high quality of educa 
tion in the face of the tremendous loss 
of state aid and escalating costs, we 
need to shoulder the responsibility and 
the cost for that system now. The only 
way that we can do that is to pass the 
override. | urge you to vote “ves” for 
the override on May 6

There aren't too 
many teachers 


Editor, Townsman: 

Andover schools are not “a prob 
lem” and the school budget is not 
“thrown money.” A $23 million organi- 
zation carefully crafted over time to 
educate 4,700 children eannot be cut up 


and financially whipsawed on a yearly 
basis and still perform in the way we 
have come to expect. 

The problem, if there is one, lies ina 
shortsighted unwillingness to recog- 
nize that, unlike the law of gravity, 
man’s laws are promulgated to meet 
current needs and circumstances, and 
have written into them the means by 
which they can be changed as changed 
times and needs require. 

Even with our present budget 
Andover does not have too many teach 


ers. We perhaps have too few. Some of 


our elementary classes have become 
too large, primary students could profit 
from more specialist time and the num- 
ber of classroom aids has been reduced 
almost to the point of meaningless. The 
middle schools and high school should 
offer more foreign languages, more 
advanced-placement classes, more 
options in the new computer and com- 
munications technologies, 

Most of our teachers are well paid 
not all, the pay for new teachers with 
little experience is embarrassing for a 
town that considers itself a better than 
average community — but the fact that 
teacher pay takes an increasing per 
centage of the budget is the result of 
not increasing the budget adequately 
to meet development, administrative, 
equipment, supply, care and mainte 
nance needs; those areas have consis 
tently been cut in order that we might 
keep teachers in the classroom. Teach 
ers do not get increasingly more than 
their share of the budget, the budget 
has been regularly and increasingly 
underfunded in a number of other 
areas 

Many of our classrooms are outmod 
ed and in need of substantial renova 
tion. We will need new classroom 
spaces in the near future both for 
more students and to meet the changed 
needs of a complete educational pro 
gram, after seeing the effect for a few 
years of insufficient custodial staff. We 
continue to have much higher square 
foot ratios for our custodians than 
most other systems. We have been bet 
ter staffed in recent years and that 
shows in cleaner, better maintained 
buildings that students are proud of 
and willing to share in the care of. 
Andover High School was never com 
pleted; acousties in most rooms are ter 
rible because the classrooms were sup- 
posed to be carpeted an accredita 
tion team reminded us of that 10 years 
ago, 

Andover has long had a school sys 
tem that offered our children some- 
thing better next year’s children do 
not deserve less just because we can 
hide behind a:law that allows us to be 
selfish. If an override does not pass, the 
Schoo! Committee may not ultimately 
follow the budget as presently pub- 
lished. The budget the committee that I 
was a part of, and the present commit- 
tee has affirmed, already has $1 million 
cut from what would have provided the 
same level of education next year that 
our children received this year. I don’t 
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believe that is adequate. No matter 
how the money is allocated, if another 
$1.5 million has to be cut, children will 
suffer unnecessary and irreparable 
losses. I will vote gladly to pay $2 a 
week more in real estate taxes next 
year and I hope that I will have that 
obligation.

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Gillette lists profits; says it reduced animal testing

The Gillette Company, with a plant 
at 30 Burtt Road, made money for its 
stockholders last year and moved for 
ward in its effort to reduce the amount 
of animal testing used in the manufac 
ture of its products 

Several hundred stockholders 
attending the company’s annual stock 
holders’ meetinglast Thursday, April 
18, at the plant’s Burtt Road manufac 
turing plant, heard that the firm had a 
good 1990 and a profitable first quarter 
of this year 

The net income of the company was 
up 23 percent this quarter from last 
year, a two-for-one stock split was 
declared and a 15-percent increase in 


annual dividends was achieved. 

But good news for the stockholders 
also came from representatives of Peo 
ple for the Ethical Treatment of Ani- 
mals, a Gillette stockholder. 

Instead of the usual protest or stock 
holders’ proposal by the group to bring 
negative attention to Gillette’s 
research with laboratory animals, 
members of PETA commended the 
company for curbing its use of animal 
testing during the last year. 

Gillette does not do animal testing at 
its Andover plant or at any of its other 
plants, but does contract out for animal 
testing at other laboratories.

Patrolmen face possible 
pay loss over contract

Andover's police patrol officers have 
been working without a contract for 
almost two years and are now worried 
that they could lose back pay they may 
be entitled to if a contract isn't settled 
by June 30 

Officer Thomas Siopes, union presi 
dent, said this week that union mem 
bers had hoped Buzz Stapezynski 
would expedite the arbitration process 
when he came on as the new town man 
ager last summer, but that didn't hap 
pen, Instead, he left the negotiations up 
to the Joint Labor Management Com 
nittee arbitrators and that’s where 
they remain 

It hasn't been very productive,” 
Officer Siopes said. “We just don’t feel 
we've gotten very far. Morale is bad 
Not only have we not had a raise in 
almost two years, but we've been told 
that some of us will have to leave 
because there's not enough money.” 

Now union members are facing the 
possible loss of any back pay from 
retroactive raises once a contract is set 
tled because a state law may require 
legislative approval of retroactive pay 
over a period of more than two years, 
according to Officer Siopes. And the 
way negotiations are being handled by 
the JLMC, they will take at least six 
more months, he said. Officer Siopes 
even questioned whether the negotia 
tors may now be stalling just to reach 
that two-year mark 

“Things are being dragged out

At issue on the patrolmen’s side are 

- A raise proportionate to what other 
members of the department have 
received: 

- Four pages of standards outlined in 
the accreditation manual that were 
never discussed or accepted by the 
union, The town supposedly accepted 
accreditation two years ago. Patrol offi 
cers want those standards open to 
negotiation; 

- Civilian positions, originally creat 
ed to save money in the police budget, 
which now pay as much as patrol-offi 
cer positions and are causing layoffs of 
patrolmen. The union would like to see 
Civilian jobs filled by patrolmen rather 
than face layoffs; 

* The contracts of sergeants and lieu 
tenants: While patrolmen are being 
laid off, sergeants and lieutenants had 
their contracts amended this year to 
guarantee they won't be cut; 

+ A total $105,000 in court time for 
officers was cut out of the budget last 
year without a bargaining agreement 
on it. Patrol officers are willing to con 
cede the court time, but would use it as 
a bargaining tool 


Alternative # 1 was one of more 
than eight alternative studied by the 
subcommittee.

1990 it announced a permanent ban on 
animal testing for its Jafra line of cos 
metics. 


Gillette has also continued to dis 
cuss with PETA other ways in which it 
can improve test laboratories for the 
animals, according to Ms. Guillermo, 
and she encouraged Gillette to contin- 
ue efforts along those lines. 

But Sammy Busby, another PETA 
representative, asked the company to 
go further and stop the use of the con 
troversial Draize test in the manufac 
ture of other Gillette products. 


The Draize test, used by Gillette’s 
stationary products line, puts erasable 
fluids into the eyes of rabbits to test for 
irritability, according to Mr. Busby. 

“T still cannot believe, in 1991, 
Gillette is still using the Draize test,” 
Mr. Busby told the stockholders. 


Gillette and the federal Food and 
Drug Administration, according to a 
information provided by the company, 
said no alternative test exists to 
replace the Draize procedure for irri 
tancy and toxicity tests required by the 
FDA. The company said that it is 
investing in research to find alterna 
tives for the Draize and other tests that 
use animals.

Pleased/not pleased with 
the participation numbers

The last recycling figures from 
Waste Management printed in the 
Fownsman were for August, Septem 
ber and October, a total of 676.35 tons 
recycled and 68 percent participation 
for the town 

We finally have figures for Novem 
ber, 242 tons, 64 percent participation; 
December, 245 tons, 64 percent partici 
pation; January, 265 tons, 67 percent 
participation; February, 229 tons, 69 
percent participation; March, 229 tons, 
69 percent participation 

I am disappointed at the participa 
tion level. This means numbers of 
houses recycling as noted by Waste 
Management when they dump the blue 
bins 


But I am pleased to report that by 
Department of Public Works figures, 
169 tons per month is the figure needed 
to break even with the cost of the pick 
up, so we have made that with no prob 
lem. And we have also saved $65 per 
ton on tipping fees and that seems to 
come to $125,970 

You can all thank yourselves for one 
town program that is paying, not cost 
ing 

The figures for plastic are not 
included in this chart but are estimat 
ed to be 13 tons of plastic for the eight 
months since the new program began, 


The day-care program is targeted to 
be overseen by the private group, 
Shawsheen Extended Day care pro 
gram. SHED currently offers before 
and after-kindergarten care for 80 stu 
dents in the morning and the same 
number in the afternoon.

It’s spring and that means asparagus 
are the spearheads at the local produce 
purveyors. This slender vegetable is 
often included on the menus of the 
“rich and/or famous.” The menu at 
Irving Berlin’s 100th birthday party at 
Carnegie Hall included veal chops with 
asparagus polonaise; Nelson A. Rocke 
feller’s publie service award dinner at 
the Waldorf Astoria featured a puree of 
French asparagus; Tiffany's Feather 
Ball in New York included asparagus 
tips au gratin and the first course at 
the Reagans’ final state dinner in 
Washington, D.C., was asparagus with 
hazelnut butter 

There are more than 100 species of 
asparagus, usually green, white or pur 
ple in color. Asparagus plants take 
three years to establish themselves but 
may remain productive for 30 years 
Choose asparagus with straight stalks 
that are green the full length. The 
diameter of the stalk doesn’t necessari 
ly determine the tenderness. The tiny

buds at the top of the stalk should be 
dark or bluish green and tightly closed. 
Snapping the stalk tells where the 
woody part stops and tender area 


begins 


Always peel asparagus with a veg 
etable peeler and wash and tie into 
medium-sized bundles with cotton culi 
nary string. Stand stalks upright in 
boiling, salted water in an asparagus 
steamer or deep kettle, letting tips 
extend about 1 1/2 inches above the 
water. The tips cook in the steam in 10 
to 15 minutes while the stalks cook in 
the boiling water 


Spoon bread with asparagus and 
cheese 

1/2 Ib. washed and peeled steamed 
asparagus 

1 1/4 cup milk 

2 tbsp. butter 

1 tsp. salt 

1 cup cornmeal 

1 tsp. baking powder

6 eggs, beaten 

1/2 cup Swiss cheese, grated 

Cut off tips of asparagus and 
reserve. Dice remaining stalks. Warm 
milk in a saucepan over low heat. Add 
butter and stir until dissolved. Add 
diced asparagus, salt, cornmeal and 
baking powder. Continue cooking, stir 
ring constantly fir about three to four 
minutes until it thickens. Add cheese 
and stir until melted. Remove from 
heat and cool five minutes. Stir in eggs 
and transfer batter to a two-quart 
casserole dish. Place asparagus tips on 
their sides and press into the top of the 
batter in a decorative pattern. Bake 375 
degrees for 45 to 50 minutes, testing 
center with a knife blade. Serve hot 


Asparagus soup 

3 tbsp. olive oil 

24 fresh asparagus spears (tips 
reserved) washed, peeled and sliced 

1 cup onion, chopped 

1 tsp. fresh lemon juice 

1 tsp. freshly chopped garlic 


1/2 tsp. white pepper 

1/2 tsp. salt 

1/4 tsp. marjoram (dried) 

1/4 tsp. basil (dried) 

1 tbsp. flour 

2 cups chicken broth, warmed 

1/2 cup milk (or light cream) 

2 tbsp. snipped fresh chives 

Heat oil in saucepan over low heat. 
Add asparagus (reserving tips), onion, 
lemon juice and garlic. Cover and cook 
until asparagus is crisp-tender, about 
five to 10 minutes. Add pepper, salt, 
marjoram and basil. Remove from heat 
and stir in flour until smooth. Place 
over low heat, add warmed chicken 
broth and bring to a boil, stirring con 
stantly. Reduce heat to low and simmer 
10 minutes, Transfer to a processor and 
puree. Return to saucepan and set 
aside. Steam asparagus tips until crisp 
and tender, about five minutes. Add to 
soup, Stir in milk or cream, heat 
through on low heat; do not boil. Serve 
in heated bowls garnished with chives.

not have to go to trial 

Dawn C. Bernard's lawyers filed a motion in 
Superior Court this week that seeks pretrial pro 
bationary measures that would eliminate the 
need for the case to go to trial 

Ms. Bernard, 19, of 49 Dufton Road, is charged 
with abandoning the newborn girl. Abandonment 
is a misdemeanor charge that carries a maximum 
penalty of two and a half years in jail if she is 
found guilty 

Accounts published earlier this week stated 
the motion made by Boston attorney William 
Crowe, who represents Ms. Bernard, sought that 
the charges be dropped because the pregnancy 
was a result of a “date rape.”

Drop the 
school-bus 
tees 


The School Committee should 
drop the idea of school-bus fees. 
The fees appear to be an ill- 
thought-out plan put together in a 
panic, to raise money during a fis- 
cal crisis. 

The School Committee has 
approved fees for next fall that 
include $206 for those who live 
less than a mile and a half from 
school, and $127 for those who live 
between that distance and two 
miles. 

Many residents say they will not 
pay the fee — they will drive their 
children to school or participate 
in a carpool. 

The headache the fees will cause 
can't be worth the money that the 
fees will raise. We already can 
visualize arguments about how 
officials will measure the distance 
from the Smiths’ house to San- 
born School. Is the distance as the 
crow flies or as the car drives or 
what? And what measurement 
device did you use, anyway? 

The fees raised can’t be worth 
the ill will that already is being 
generated. It seems as if those who 
bought houses or rented apart- 
ments closer to schools are being 
penalized for their location. 

Then walk to school, some say. 
No, do not walk to school, we say 
to the younger children who 
aren’t yet old enough to negotiate 
bad sidewalks and cross danger 
ous intersections. Will the town be 
liable if a child is injured while 
walking to school? Will the town 
lose a child who was walking to 
school? 

Then hire crossing guards or 
install lights. But those are expen- 
sive solutions. 


The School Committee deserves 
credit for attempting to raise mon- 
ey when most of its members are 
saying the school budget is in dire 
need of funds. But bus fees are not 
the answer.

Dog death: It’s about all kinds of loss

My dog is dying 

The last time I had to put a dog 
down | 
didn't do my 
homework. | 
mean, I just 
did it at the 
last minute, 
not leaving 
myself too 
much time 
to think 
about it. 
This time I 
am working 
on it. 

Ethel, my golden retriever, is 13. 
This faithful, lovely, joyful dog has 
had Lyme disease three times, she’s 
arthritic and she’s now fat and thin 
at the same time. The veterinarian, 
who has a wonderful bedside man 
ner, says she has two weeks to two 
months left. He gently tells me to 
skip taking blood to test her for 
heartworm. Even if she was bitten by 
an infected mosquito today, she 
wouldn't live long enough to have 
the disease. 

I ask him if Ethel is in pain and he 
pauses. “I think of pain as something 
that happens if you stick a knife in 


Skin,” he begins. “My back hurts 
every day. That's probably how Ethel] 
feels i 

I tell him I am not ready tonight 
during this visit, to put her down 
because I've promised my daughter 
to warn her if that’s possible. My son, 
who left for several months a while 
ago when Ethel was already showing 
signs of failing, said good-bye then 

Now, Ethel’s backbone makes rip 
ples on her once lovely fur, and it 
seems as if her belly hangs lower and 
lower each week 

I talk with a dear friend about the 
dog. “Will you be with her when she 
dies?” my friend asks with the sensi 
tivity and decorum for which I love 
her 

“I don’t know,” I answer. “I have 
put down at least three dogs in my 
life and I never was able to stay with 
them. I am having trouble deciding 
this time.” 

My friend tells me about her little 
dog that she held while the veterinar 
ian gave it the shot. They did it in the 
car because my friend says that's 
where her dog liked to be. 

“IT think that was a mistake,” my 
friend says. And I am relieved. Some 
how I feel as if I should be brave 
enough to be there with Ethel, but I 


don't think I want to 

It makes me think about my moth 
er, who died several years ago. And 
my father, who is very sick. Truth is 
he is dying too, but it is easier to 
write and talk about Ethel. That, of 
course, is what this is all about 
Ethel's impending death is, yes, 
about losing a dear loved family com 
panion, but it’s also about loss. It's 
about every person, every dog, every 
pet I have lost in my lifetime. It’s 
about family. And it’s even about lost 
friends or failed relationships 

Getting back to being with Ethel 
when she dies, I remember my moth 
er. When she died, my brother, who 
is an Episcopalian priest, told my sis 
ter and me and our children that he 
was going to see our mother laid out 
in her casket. We figured he knew 
something we didn’t, so we all went 
with him. That was OK, but to this 
day, eight years later, I sort of wish | 
hadn't seen her. My daughter, who 
was 13 at the time, agrees. “That 
wasn’t Grandma,” she says. 

So I get through this by talking 
with people about loss. And I get 
through it by talking with Ethel, giv 
ing her what she wants, within rea 
son, And trying to remember that 
she’s only a dog. Sort of.

Townspeople of Andover 

On May 6, the townspeople of 
\ndover are being asked to vote for or 
against an override which will provide 
funds lost from state government to 
our school system. As people con 
cerned about the future of America, as 
parents of students at the high school 
ind as members of the Parent Adviso 
ry Council Board of Andover High 
School, we are writing this letter 

At Town Meeting, questions were 
raised about the quality of education 
presently being provided by the high 
school. More “facts” were requested 
from many of us. We are proud of what 
we have been able to ichleve asa 
school system. Kighty-seven percent of 
our approximately 1,200 students go to 
college or pursue higher education 
Seventy-three percent of those who are 
college bound receive their first choice 
of colleges. Seventy-six percent of all 
who apply to college go to a four-year 
college. Ninety-two percent of all 
seniors take the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test. Over the last three years, 37 stu 
dents have received National Merit 
Scholarship commendations. Andover 
High School can boast 13 semifinalists 
and nine National Merit scholars. 

At Town Meeting, Dr. McQuillan 
detailed the effect that future cuts 
would have on various schools. 
Andover High School alone has pared 
down its budget by close to $900,000 
over the last three school years while 
trying to maintain its standards of 
superior education. How long it can 
continue to maintain a fine education 
is up to you. 

Currently, over 100 students take 
advanced placement classes. These 
courses exist in English, Spanish, Mod- 
ern European history, United States 
history, calculus, physics and biology. 


Some of those offerings will have to be 
dropped if the budgetary constraints 
are not eased. 

Although athletics currently consti 
tute only 1.5 percent of the total school 
budget, 800 different individuals par 
ticipated in school athletics in 1989 
1990. They performed in over 700 con- 
tests and were members of 59 teams. 
Through the fall and winter season in 
1990-1991, 833 roster positions have 
been filled. Eighty-three percent of the 
students in attendance at the high 
school participate in at least one sport. 
Our teams consistently score well. Our 
schools are the training ground for 
future citizens. Activities and accom- 
plishments take leadership and fund 
ing. We need to support both. Voting 
for the override will help provide this 
support. 

One thousand, one hundred and 
eight students belong to 27 clubs, 
including art, chess, drama, jazz, ecolo 
gy, Spanish, math, science, yearbook 
and newspaper, just to mention a few. 
Additionally, Andover High School 
offers internships in theater, cable tele 
vision, the schoo! bank and school 
store for hands-on experience in the 
business and entertainment world. 
The school has, year after year, had a 
variety of bands rec@lving awards 
ranging from bronze to gold. Art 
awards and jazz and chorus awards 
have been bestowed to Andover High 
School students. This year three 
seniors have won art prizes in the 
Boston Globe Festival. Additionally, 
four jazz students came in first place at 
the Berkelee College Music Jazz Festi 
val. Two out of the 12 students in the 
Globe Drama Festival All-Star cast 
were selected from Andover High 
School this year. These achievements 
took training and dedication by both 
students and teachers 

We were the first public high school 
in Massachusetts to recycle. Our stu 
dents are active in a strong community 
service program, which entails such 
activities as being a Big Brother/Big 
Sister, tutoring, visiting with the elder 
ly and donations to the poor and hun

We are asking the average Andover 
citizen to invest $105 as a vaccination 
for America against the disease of 
mediocrity.

Class size is not 
related to 
achievement 


Editor, Townsman: 

There is a relation between class 
size in our schools and the pending 
Proposition 2 1/2 override. Nationally, 
the line item for public school salaries 
has escalated rapidly while the quality 
of the classroom product — the student 

has gone the other way. One reason 
for this, particularly in affluent com 
munities, is the increase in adminis 
trator/teacher ratios and the decrease 
in pupil/teacher ratios. The popular 
belief is that quality education evolves 
from small class sizes. This is a myth 
nurtured by educators, even though 
they truly know better. 

Dr. Silber, the recent gubernatorial 
candidate, responded to the question 
“How will you improve education in 
the commonwealth while controlling 
costs?” His reply, in essence, was that 
he would “immediately debunk the 
shibboleth of low teacher/pupil 
ratios.” | did not vote for Dr. Silber, but 
| enjoy and respect his forthright opin 
ions, and I think he knows something 
about education. The majority of stud 
ies made in the last 50 years show that 
class size has little to do with student 
achievement except when dealing with 
the learning disabled 

The booklet Class Size & Teacher 
Load, available at the Andover library, 
reviews numerous investigations on 
this subject, among them James Cole- 
man’s nationwide study which dis 
misses the question of P/T ratios 
entirely. To quote in part “..,.facility 
measures such as P/T ratios are not 
included (in the study) because they 
(show) consistent lack of relation to 
achievement among all groups under 
all conditions.” (Page 312). Recent anal-

ysis by Erik Hanushek, a University of 
Rochester economist, of 152 studies 
which examine in depth the impact of 
school funding, shows no strong evi 
dence that low P/T ratios have the 
expected positive effect on student per 
formance, Educators know of these 
Studies, but the information never fil 
ters down to parents 

Class size, however, does have a 
powerful effect on the cost of educa 
tion. A community with a budget of 
$10,000,000 for teacher salaries, and a 
P/T ratio of 22:1 can save nearly 
$1,500,000 annually by adopting a P/T 
ratio of 26:1. Many school systems 
would be able to solve their financial 
problems by overcoming the “mind 
set” of low P/T ratios. This “sacred 
cow” must be gored if we are to achieve 
optimum cost effectiveness 

In 1985 there were 5,020 students 
enrolled in Andover schools. The 
teaching staff was 310. In 1991. the 
teaching staff has increased to 311, 
however, now there are only 4.771 stu 
dents enrolled. This shows a 1991 sur 
plus of 14 teachers compared with 1985 
Stafling. Without these extra teachers 
there would be a $450,000 yearly sav 
ings. Additionally, in 1985 our school 
system employed 215 non-teaching 
employees, one for every 23 students 
Today there is one employee for every 
22 students. There are, therefore, 14 
more non-teaching employees today in 
comparison to 1985 staffing levels. This 
translates to at least $400,000 additional 
annual savings 

Aside from these cost-cutting steps, 
raising each class size by three stu 
dents would obviate the need for a 2 1/2 
override entirely, with enough left 
over to provide funds for merit pay 
Increases to qualified teachers. Since 
the end of World War II the U.S. has 
lost ground internationally in many 
areas. Our productivity has declined 
and our ability to compete in manufac 
turing, research and high technology 
has been impaired. 

We have fallen behind other nations 
in education as well. As business and 
industry try to recapture leadership 
and improve productivity, those in 
education must also strive for more 
cost effective performance. Our 
resources must be focused on good 
teachers, and good teachers deserve 
better pay and greater respect. 

We will not obtain any of this if we 
continue to cherish the notion that 
small classes insure quality education. 
That misconception will drain our 
resources and keep our teachers from 
reaching their full potential. Better 
classroom organization may be 
required. There may be more papers to 


correct, and quite simply, more effort 


made, but this is what it will take. If 


the system is bailed out by a 2 1/2 over 
ride each time the going gets rough, it 
will never confront the need nor the 
necessity to become efficient 

It is common knowledge that the 
children of 40 years ago were better 
educated than the children of today. 
They showed superior work habits, 
their spelling was better, vocabulary 
greater, they knew more geography 
and history, had a better understand 
ing of how our government works and 
had better basic math and science 
Skills. It is also true that average class 
sizes were 50 percent or more larger 
than they are today 

High standards and expectations are 
the roots of quality education. Main 
taining both requires hard work from 
teachers and pupils. None of these cost 
much money, and scores of studies 
indicate that spending is largely irrele- 
vant to good education. 

Proposition 2 1/2 is our last protec 
tion against the irresponsibility of a 
free wheeling and spendthrift state 
government. We should not shed this 
protection lightly. We should, instead, 
shift the burden of responsibility for 
our present financial problems from 
the backs of the taxpayers and place it 
where it belongs

Outwin: Robb 
did nothing but 
add to budget 


Mr. Robb’s assertions about the 
school budget and the School Commit 
tee’s management of that budget are 
utterly unfounded. (“Former board 
member is against override,” letter to 
the editor, April 18, page 35.) 

Mind you, this is a former member 
of a School Committee who rubber 
stamped Dr. Seifert’s budgets year 
aiter year with hardly a question. A 
former School Committee member who 
gladly signed a contract paying Dr 
Seifert $96,000 

In Mr. Robb’'s three terms on the 
School Committee he did nothing but 
add to the school budget, (In my one 
year on the School Committee I have 
done nothing but cut.) In Mr. Robb we 
have a former Schoo! Committee mem 
ber who would have happily saddled 
this town with a $40 million tax boon 
doggle called the collaborative school. | 
sat in School Committee meetings year 
after year and felt that Mr. Robb could 
speak at length on budgetary matters 
and had no idea what he was talking 
about. His service on the Finance Com- 
mittee leaves me with the same 
impression. 

If any town board has not done its 
homework it is the Finance Commit- 
tee. The current members of the School 
Committee have had no choice but to 


spend many, many hours analyzing the 
school budget in order to come up with 


Strategies to compensate for the loss of 


millions of dollars in state aid. We have 
struggled with the budget crisis for 
over a year and the $1.5 million figure 
was carefully calculated at a point 
where we felt further cuts would 
engender serious long-term damage to 
the school system’s ability to educate 
Andover’s children at the level we 
believe the town demands. 

The objective of these exercises has 
been to preserve as much of the school 
system as we could. I have alwavs 
thought that while Mr. Robb was on 
the School Committee he was out of 
touch with the school system for which 
he had responsibility. His suggestion 
that the high school has too many staff 
is ludicrous. ( Perhaps it did when he 
was on the School Committee.) If you 
don't believe me, go to the high school 
and look for yourself. We just finished 
our accreditation review. Staffing at 
the high school is adequate, nothing 
more, 

In another petty swipe at the present 
School Committee, Mr. Robb suggests 
that the proposal to close Shawsheen is 
being proposed to “encourage certain 
emotional reactions.” It is nothing of 
the kind. I proposed that plan and I am 
the one with three small children and 
must endure the consequence. My pro 
posal for the closure of Shawsheen is 
strictly a bricks-for-personnel issue 
While closing Shawsheen clearly hurts 
the system, losing an additional 12 
teachers over the 38 we will already 
lose if the override fails, is clearly 
much more damaging 

We will lose every one of our young 
teachers. I am confident that over the 
next two years we can solve our long 
term space problems, but if we lose all 
of our young teachers it will take the 
system a decade or more to recover 
rhe matter is simple. | would rather 
have more teachers and less space than 
more space and less teachers 

Mr. Robb claims to be worried about 
balancing the needs of the schools and 
town departments. That is myth as 
well, The school system is going to lose 
38 teachers and some support staff 
Where are the cuts of equal proportion 
in town departments? There aren't. 
And that isn’t the issue anyway. Mr 
Robb and the other members of the 
Finance Committee should be helping 
to develop plans to keep the library 
open and fix the roads instead of being 
content with decaying infrastructure 
and the loss of services which the citi- 
zens want, 

Dr. Salazar and Dr. McQuillan made 
several very comprehensive presenta 
tions to the Finance Committee about 
the careful analysis and the logic that 
went into the budget preparation and 
the cuts. The Finance Committee chose 
to ignore both the report and the pre- 
sentation and have chosen to act pure 
ly on their own political agenda. That’s 
their business, but Mr. Robb has no 
business disparaging the hard work 
and the careful, painful decisions being 


made by the present School Commit 
tee, When he is so misinformed him 
self. And I am not going to tell anyone 
how to vote. Vote as your conscience 
dictates, but don’t be influenced by Mr 
Robb’'s misinformation.

Recession makes 
it impossible to 
favor override 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am against the override and 
adamantly disagree with those who 
say that position means I am against 
public education. | cannot conceive of 
any other mechanism that will allow 
us to compete on the world state any 
better than a successful public educa 
tion system 

Historically, Andover’s residents 
have been extremely generous to our 
schools. Not only do they accrue a sub 
Stantial advantage by the use of the 
budget model which includes “the 
bucket,” Town Meeting has, on many 
occasions, granted outside the budget 
financing the schools. Recently, for 
example, we have voted extra money 
for roofs, master plans and the estab 
lishenjnt of the computer lab, all at 
considerable cost to the taxpayer. At 
the same time, the budget was increas 
ing at 8 or 9 percent each year 

I voted for these but times are dra 
matically different. Some of us seem 
convinced that business as usual can 
continue while others of us, in the face 
of a véry real recession, high unem 
ployment and never-before-seen num 
bers of Andover residents up against 
the finincial wall, want to say “no” to 
overriding 2 1/2 because we simply 
cannot afford to say yes any longer 

Unfartunately for all of us, we must 
wait for the Legislature and the gover

If the 
selectmen vote to change classifica 
tion, which must be voted on each year 
and is ¢ertainly a possibility based on 
their stated positions, that vote could 
very well bring another 5 percent or 
more irjcrease to the residential prop 
erty owner.

the risk of being infected with EEE. 
EEE is a rare but serious illness 
that attacks the lining of human 


brains. It is caused by a virus that can 
be found in wild birds.

In some cases mosquitoes 
that bite humans and horses contract 
the virus by biting diseased birds. 
These mosquitoes then go on to infect 
humans and horses. 

The traditional areas of concern in 
Massachusetts have been in the south- 
eastern part of the state, between Cape 
Code and Route 495.

Health tracks the number of 
mosquitoes by trapping in the fall 
testing those sample population 
the disease. From the data collected 
last fall, health officials have put out 
an advisory for this summer 

‘The theory is that encephalitis 
runs in three-year cycles,” said Mr 
Penney. 

“So this summer would mark the 
second year of the cycle,” he said. 

There was a move in 1983 to spend 
$150,000 for mosquito spraying in 
Andover, said Mr. Penny. But at town 
meeting that year the proposal was vot 
ed down. Mr. Penney’s personal opin 
ion is that mosquito spraying 
townwide isn’t necessary. People can 
take preventative measures that will 
greatly reduce the chance of being bit 
ten by an EEE infected mosquito, he 
said. Here are some suggestions: 

* Empty any outside containers that 
catch rain water. Empty tires and bird 
baths and any where 
mosquitoes breed 

*« Wear clothe

* Limit and monitor the amount of 
time small children and toddlers spend 
outside during peak mosquito time 
dawn and dusk.

Follow the owner’s manual recom 
mendations on oil and filter change: 
Most people drive between five and 30 
miles a day, to and from work in stop 
and-vo traffic.

Also, check the hoses and clamps 
around the radiator on a regular 
basis to make sure they are properly 
connected. 

M Battery: It’s wise to have a trained 
mechanic check your battery fluid 
and connections. This should be done 
monthly, especially in cold weather. If 
water is required, make sure only dis 
tilled water is used. 

Tires: At least once a month check 
tires to make sure they are properly 
inflated, according to the pressure 
recommended on the tire and in the 
owner's manual. Also look for for 
signs of irregular tread wear. Incor 
rect air pressure can cause prema- 
ture or abnormal wear, which ulti
